Nonverbal communication:

- Set a positive tone with words such as can and will. Avoid negative 
words such as can't, won't, and unfortunately. 
Be conversational: 


- Add warmth with familiar words, contractions and personal 
pronouns. 


- Use full sentences, proper grammar and correct spelling.
